They brought a 
number of deputies with them, and 
the Adams county authorities su r­ 
rendered the prisoners to the M ary­ 
land officials, who immediately took 
them back to the W estminster jail. 
Fsed Saws and Acid 
The four men escaped from the jai! 
about 4 o’clock. Wednesday afternoon, 
while 
Sheriff 
Philips 
was 
absent. 
They are said to have used acid and 
saws in breaking jail. 
A small steel 
saw was found where it had been 
dropped by one of the prisoners, but 
an examination showed that it had not 
been used. 
A silver table knife also was found. 
It w-as not the kind used by the pris­ 
oners at their meals, and evidently the 
knife, saw and acid had been sm u g­ 
gled into the prisoners. 
It was said 
j the Smith brothers had ii few visitors, 
'w ho were subjected to the usual in­ 
q u iry . 
With the exception of Rhin* 
hart, none of the four was regard- 
I as a dangerous character. 
Seven Men In Jail 
The jail has no warden, but adjoins 
th e home of Deputy Sheriff John Ship— 
ley. 
The cells open into 
a 
large 
“cage" where the prisoners take their 
exercise. 
Seven men were in the jsiil 
at the time of the delivery. 
Three of the seven prisoners said 
they were asleep when the escape was 
made. 
The quartet cut the burs of the c e l l s 
and the grating of a window at the 
end of the corridor leading from the 
“cage” to the rear of the building. 
Raymond Snyder, one of the pris­ 
oners, was awakened by 
the 
men 
climbing out of the window. 
He noti­ 
fied .Mrs. Shipley, wife of the deputy. 
Shipley and Philips were absent on 
business at the time, but the former 
returned shortly after the escape had 
been made. 
Headed for Pennsylvania 
Tho men are believed to have heaii- 
fur Pennsylvania 
upon 
gaining 
their short-lived freedom, and struck 
into the woods in the southern part of 
Adams county, where they are be­ 
lieved to have been in hiding since. 
State and local police were noti­ 
fied here Wednesday evening to be on 
the lookout for the quartet, but no 
clue upon which to work was had un 
til this morning when Mr. Spongier 
notified Sheriff' Shealer of the sus- 
picious-looking characters, who asked 
him for tobacco.
